CHINESE STUDENTS 
IN JAPAN. 


Decrease In Number. 


have observed that from time to time more 


or Jess contradictory statements have heen 
published with regard to the number 
of Chinese students in Japan, and it bas 
been confidently alleged severgl 
vccasions that this number has undergone 
great diminution during the past year or 
yearandahalf, Figures are now published 
by the Department of Education, They 
ghew that the Chinese students attending 
the various schools where an accurate 
register is kept total 6,434, including 139 
females. The Korean students aggregate 
248, including six females, and thus the 
total of buth nationalities is 7,073. This 
indicates thal there has been since last 
year « diminution of 680 amongst the inule 
udents and an increase of 94 among the 
females. In addition to the above there 
are doubtless a considerable number of 
students attending private xchools by which 
no accurate statistics are published. 
Whether these do not exceed a few 
hundreds or whether they amount to over 
a thousand there is no way of knowing.

MACAO'S MONSTER 
PROCESSION. 


(From Our Corresponient.) 
Macao, October 21. 


At 12 noon, yesterday, the monster pro- 
ssxion stated on its tour rnd Maone, 
In point of nmmubers and in grandeur 
Perhaps nothing has ever equalled thia 
extraordinary’ attempt at worship in these 
parts, At least 30,660 people came hore 
from Canton, .the steamers bringing from 
ether parts us many as 600 paksengers 
cach ats time, How Mucnoprmvided food 
and slesping pccommodation for so many 
will probably remain a mystery, At alt 
hours of the day tho streets wore im- 
passable, Winlows were crowded as well 
as available house-tops all nloig the line of 
march, Tho people below looked like so 
many anty hurrying abont in all directions, 

The tomperature was 85; the nix wag 
thick and hot, and it - was with gent 
diffeulty that one moved fiom plaice to 
place, Many Chinese gentlenien, clac in 
Shanghui silk, drove in rickshas, causing 
mach annoyance ta those on foot. The 
restaumnt, fruit stl], and tea-table dealers 
aro aking a fortime. Yesterday they 
were simply bathed with oxertion, their 
brows being “wet with honest sweat. 

No Chineso house was not without its 
deeovatious. — Faney — liamps, beautiful 
lowers, and relics of by-gone ages were 
displayorl where-ever it wis possible to 
find rom. The Rua Felicidade - a Muume, 
which, to some, will awaken memories oub 
was perhaps the most 
artistically decorated of all places. Ttx 
flowers and pictures, wax malels and 
diver works of art arrested tho attention 
of the prsser-hy. The buildings of Hang 
Vo and Co, (Messrs Lu Kau and Sons) were 
highty oriental and ornamental.

To-day there wre many sick hends, empty 
pockets, and long drawn facox. In a fow 
hours thy dragon will be ag good as dead, 
the bayleaves withered, the countrymen 
fled, aul the glmour of this pageant gone 
like the glory of a shooting-star.

ful in dealing with circumstantinl evidence. 

There wore many cases, tho law hooks 

wore full of them, of innocent peoplo being 

convicted on circumstantial ovidenpe. The 

Edalji case would be fresh in their minds, 

In sone casen it was rivht that 0 man 

should be convicted on circumstantial 

evidence but he put it to them that in this 

case this evidence did not exclude a reason- 

able hypothesis of théprivoner’s innocence, 

Everything was-consistout with that. He 

asked thom for a verdict. 

Tho Attorney General said that he 
proposed to conting himself to a few 
observations in a very small compass, 
The facts were fully before the jury 
and ho thought he had sanction for snyiny 
that this was one of tho most extraordinary 
cases which had ovor come before a jury. 
His Jearned friond seemed to think thnt he 
had eriticiged the defence but he had no 
intention of any such thing. It would be 
presumptuous to criticise any caso submit- 
ted by Sir Heury Berkeley. But ho was 
within his rights in pointing out thnt there 
had boun alternative defences throughout. 
In cross examination the question of iden- 
tity war brought wut but the man himself 
adinitted all the cirewmstauces except the 
murder aud the sampan incident. 
As regarded the theory of suicide he 
submitted that all. the circumstances 
were heavily against any such choory 
What was her motive? It was truo that 
she had rome monetary dispute at Manila 
but there was no ground for supposing 
thal sho strangled herself. Sho was 
stated by the prisoner, to havo eon in 
& metry mood and she had been drinking 
freely. But it was oxtrumely improbable. 
that she would have committed suicide. 
Tho mattross of the bed wns tured over, 
and tho blood stains hidden, this by the 
man who committed the act, This is cun- 
tary to the theory of suicide. There is no 
evidenco of blood boing on the chemise, 
but: it was Inter flowing from ‘the box, 
and in all probability it niust have stained 
the chemise. In all probability the 
prisoner stripped tho clothes off tho 
bed. before tho deed and pus them back 
after. Even the prisoner did uot put faith 
in tho spicide theory. He thought of 
murder, and would nox st pin the room ab 
night becauzo he was afraid “who did 
th: deed might wreak their vengenncs on 
him.” The motive of the crime was one 
of plundor; that the women should 
give prisoner all her jewellery and 
belongings was improbable. if the
